To appreciate its 
value to the full it is necessary to listen- 
in to its praises being sung by oversea 
visitors, who seldom return to their own 
country from an Irish holiday without 
practical souvenirs of their stay in the 
form of suit lengths, dress lengths, or 
coat lengths of Irish tweed. 


FASHIONABLE TWEED 


This year, when Dame Fashion decrees 
that everyone should possess at least one 
tweed outfit, it is lucky for us that we 
have home manufacture of such an excel- 
lent quality. For country and sports 
wear tweed is ideal, not alone for its ap- 
pearance, but also because it is almost 
weather-proof. And this year it is con- 
sidered very smart for city wear, too. 

Dull patterns in tweed should be avoided 
for city wear. This season of winter more 
than any other time calls for all possible 
brightness. True, if the tweed selected is 
drabish, much can be done to enliven it 
by giving. great care to the choice of acces- 
sories. Here, again, Irish manufacture 
comes to the rescue with brilliant jumpers, 
scarves and gloves. The latter are often 
cottage industry, and in their bright 
shades are on sale at an amazingly small 
price. It is wise when deciding on an 
accessory shade to see what is to be had 
in gloves and hats before buying the more 
easily chosen scarves and jumpers. 


A VICIOUS PROBLEM 


Shoes are a vicious problem, especially 
as the bright shades, if at all procurable, 
are made up in summer weight. The 
solution is to purchase the most suitable 
fitting in a pale colour. Bearing in mind 
that, with tweeds, a high heel is definitely 
incorrect. Then bring a pattern of the 
shade chosen for accessories, or a pattern 
of the tweed itself, to a shop where leather 
dye is made up. They. will make a dye 
suitable, and then the wearer can do 
her own dyeing for a few pence. A 
double quantity of dye should be pur- 
chased so that the shoes can be 
‘‘freshened up ” when they require it. 
A thick piece of felt on a wire is usually 
supplied with shoe dye, it applies the dye 
quite well, but a short-haired camel-hair 
brush will do the job quicker, and more 
evenly. Shoes’should be dyed with a quick 
action of the brush in one direction only. 
From the toe-cap backwards towards the 
heel. Blue is sometimes a difficult shade 
as it is apt to come up whiteish, but green 
is usually very successfal. Or coloured 
shoes can be dyed black with equal 
success. Naturally it will be mneces- 
sary to give at least two coats. Shoes 
should be dyed on trees, and dried in 
the same way. Shoe laces should be dipped 
in the dye and then thrown over a line in 
the open. Fresh air quickly removes the 
smell of dye from the shoes. When 
thoroughly dry the shoes if suede should be 
well brushed. 

If kid or leather they should be rubbed 
with cream and well polished. Coloured 
creams ‘can be bought to clean shoes, or 
white cream may be used, but polishes that 
come off on the ankle of the stockings 
should be avoided at all costs, even on 
black shoes.- Ao sag 

In the same way it is possible to dye 
handbags, but this is seldom essential as 


quite a good selection are usually in stock. 
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EMBROIDERY 


Touches of colour can be readily intro- 
duced on woollen frocks by means of em- 
broidery. Bright little initials, or motifs, 
can lift a frock from something very ordi- 
nary to the absolutely chic. The French 
have a flair for their successful “ little 
touches.”’ The secret of their success is 
that they never indulge in quantity, just 
the merest touch of brilliance, and the 
work, when finished pressed in ultra pro- 
fessional way over a thickness of wool to 
ease away all defects and make the work 
stand out from the material. 

These little woollen embroideries are vcry 
fashionable in scarves, and make just nice 
sized jobs for small girls. . That every 
little girl should be taught. these things 
stands to reason. But the acquisition of 
such knowledge should never be allowed 
to interfere with time that could otherwise 
by spent out of doors.

At the end 
of his racing career M. Blane sent the 
horse to the stud, and during his early 
years there he got the winners of the 
Grand Prix, the French Oaks and the 
-Prix du Conseil Municipal.

Four years after the triumph of Wink- 
field’s Pride Mr. Sullivan again won the 
Cambridgeshire with Berrill in 1900. Inci- 
dentally, he is also reputed to have won a 
fortune on him. Berrill was also bred at 
Kilberry by his owner. He was by Rouge 
Dragon, out of a mare called Créve Coeur, 
and descended from the Agnes blood: Mr, 
Sullivan also owned Rouge Dragon, but 
after his first year at stud the horse met 
with an accident and had-to be destroyed.

Mussolini’s son- 
in-law, who is now in Germany talking 
things over with Baron von Neurath and 
other German officials, will undoubtedly 
find his early diplomatic training of ser- 
vice to him on this, his first big job since 
his appointment as [Italian Foreign 
Minister. 

Count Ciano entered the Italian diplo- 


matic service some years ago and worked 


in South America and Shanghai. He was 
Consul-General in the latter place. Under 
his father-in-law’s wing he was made 


Minister for Propaganda, and worked in 


that position until he went to Ethiopia to 
command the Disperata air squadron, 

His rapid rise in Italian politics may 
be due in part to the fact that his wife 
Edda is said to be Mussolini’s favourite 
child. Incidentally, his father, Count 
Constanzo Ciano, once held the office of 
Minister for Communications, but wus 
later appointed President of the Chamber 
of Deputies. 


Che ** Zoo” .in Autumn

Ancient Monuments 


The reverence and awe with which the 
American regards our ancient castles and 
monuments is, I suppose, due to the ¢com- 
parative youth of their nation. This 
passion for antiquity even leads them snto 
transporting buildings stone by stone to 
their native land and setting them up 
there, failing which they get the local 
builder to give them as good an imitation 
of a baronial pile as possible. 

The surprise they betray on being in- 
formed of the age of some of our buildiazs 
may well be understood if one takes 
account of the following little incident ;—

neighbourhood of Los Angeles.  . Passing 
through ome rather deserted piece of 
country, the chauffeur turned, and point- 
ing to a building on the horizon, said in 
an: awed voice: “ Say, do you see that 
house over there? Well, that is almost 
prehistoric. It was built way back in 
1834.”” 


The Sword-Stick 


Walking-sticks appear to have fallen 
upon evil days, as far as the man in the 
street is concerned. Indeed, the silver- 
mounted walking-stick which formerly 
figured in presentations is almost a thing 
of the past. For a time the ebony walk- 
ing-stick was much in demand, but now 
it is all but gone, and blackthorn sticks 
are apparently relics of antiquity. 

I handled a relic of Victorian days the 
other day in the shape of a sword-stick. 
It was a malacca stick, and had a rather 
grotesque-looking knob for a stick. I re- 
ceived, however, a practical demonstration 
of how it was when needed. 

The owner of the sword-stick, wishing 
to bring the sword portion into play, 
simply let the stick slide through his 
fingers head downwards, then. sharply 
swinging the stick away from him. is 
action released a thin, bayonet-like steel 
blade from the head of about six inches 
in length. A spring kept the blade in 
position until released by the owner, when 
it shot back into the stick again.

A FINE RECORD 


The preacher said that they were present 
to give thanks to Almighty God for the bless- 
ings. which He had given them through 
membership of the Mountjoy School. ev 
were present, too, to remember with prid 
and gratitude all those who, án their day 
and generation, contributed to the welfare 
of the school and had an honoured place in 
‘ts record of years service to education 
in the country. The school was only forty 
years old—young, when they remembered 
that one of their sister schools in the Incor- 
porated Society for the Promotion of Pro- 
testant Schools was just four hundred years 
old. But, like many educational institutions 
in the country, the school was not exactly a 
new beginning. It was founded to be the 
successor of Santry and Portarlington, and 
they were proud of their connection with 
them. 

When they thanked God for membership 
of a school they were wewmahder gu | their in- 
debtedness to something whic ad been 
given, and indulgence in the sentiment could 
bring nothing but good to their lives. Its 
first fruit in their lives was a sense of loyalty. 
Loyalty to an institution and gratitude to 
God for its value was an expression of their 
feeling of solidarity with and indebtedness to 
the past. They sometimes forgot that the 
largest part of their lives, whether as in- 
dividuals or as institutions, was their inherit- 
ance from the past; it was good for them, 
therefore, to have a developed sense of the 
past. Their education in a school like that 
mus one that prepared them for service— 
servi#® to God and to their fellow-men. They 
were not merely animal beings who must be 
trained, disciplined and prepared for some 
useful work. They were not merely social 
beings who must be trained for citizenship, 
but they were also religious beings, who must 
be trained and disciplined for the service of 
Almighty God. The school existed to train 
men for service to the Church and to the 
country in which they lived. 


LOOKING BACK 


When they looked back at the history of 
the Church they had cause for thankfulness. 
Nothing was more important for Irish Church- 
men to-day than to be conscious alike of 
their goodly heritage and of their oppor- 
tunities of serving God in this country. 
Why should they ever assume an air of 
apology for themselves? Why should they 
do anything but rejoice that the Church of 
Ireland had been set there by God to witness 
for Him? “They had it in their power to 
make that Church a healing and redemptive 
influence in Irish life to-day. . They stood 
for truth and righteousness and peace, and 
if they were men of faith they would see 
their noblest aims and endeavours fulfilled. 
God wanted thousands of men to go out of 
their schools with a sense of mission—men 
trained in loyalty to their Church, determined 
to uphold her, and determined that she may 
yet play a decisive part in the spread of the 
Kingdom of God in Ireland. 


MOMENT OUS DAYS 


They were living in momentous days, and 
they could not make an effective contribution 
to a Christian Ireland unless they were ready 
to become active, disciplined members of 
Christ’s Holy Catholic Church They would see 
then that they had prepared the way for their 
second loyalty—service to their country. The 
extent to which they could influence the 
public life of the country even now was far 
greater than they willingly admitted. It 
would be even greater in the future. To-day, 
when they were thinking of the past, did 
it not occur to many that one of the things 


| which they lacked in public life to-day was a 


wholesome and true sense of the past? 
Nothing could teach them so much as mo Í 
provided they read it aright, and they could 
read history aright only by the light of God. 

“The past we cannot alter,’ said the 

reacher, “but we can mould the future. 
Ve can determine our attitude to the past. 
We can let reflection on the past make us 
better or worse men. If there are things in 
our past which are there by the sacrifice of 
our fathers—things which ennobled and in- 
spired—then I say let us thank God and 
resolve to take care of them. But if in our 
national heritage there are perilous traditions 
and tendencies, let us ask God for His for- 
giveness and His grace to remove them.

Dr. T .B, Rudmose-Brown, President of 
the Society, presided. The meeting was held 
in the Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity 
College, Dublin. 

Mr. Douglas, in the course of his paper, 
having reviewed the history of the ancient 
lan ge and culture of Provence, said that, 
with the many national movements of the 
nineteenth century, Provence also saw the 
establishment of the felibres, a distinguished 
group, of which the great master was Frederic 

istral, whose great ry , enthusiastically 
greeted by Lamartine, led ill-informed sympa- 
thisers to the conclusion that the renaissance 
of the language of Oc had been accomplished. 

They overlooked the long neglect of 
centuries which had swept away any possible 
basis for a national or linguistic revival. The 
cult of moribund languages attracted, he said, 
only the dilettante and the litterateur. For 
the man in the street the more earthly 
attractions of economic considerations, or of 
nationalistic patriotism, were necessary. 

One of the most interesting figures among 
the felibres,” said Mr. Douglas, ‘is, for us, 
William TE “ór a jan son of Sir Thomas 
Wyse, of Waterford. Attracted by the 
beauty of the Provencal language, and of 
Mistral’s great poem, he succeeded in mak- 
ing himself one of the most considerable 
poets in the group. This is an achieve- 
ment for which it would be difficult to find 
a parallel. His independent position and 


his wide culture made him a valuable coun- 
sellor. 


CATALONIAN 


“The position of Catalonian, a closely re- 
lated language, had never been so seriously 
impaired. he tradition of a united state 
never ceased to exist, and not until the 
establishment of the Bourbons on the throne 
of Spain, had Catalonian rights been tam- 
pered with. uring the 19th century the 
revival of nationalism, literature and histori- 
cal research proceeded hand in hand. To- 
day Catalonian is in as healthy a condition as 
Castilian or Portuguese, and is beyond dis- 
pute the first language of Catalonia. The 
renovators attempted to make a reality of a 
possibility, and they succeeded.” 

Concluding, he said that in Ireland to-day 
the question of the fate of the national 
language was still undecided. Where was 
the closer analogy to be found, in Catalonia 
or in Provence? 

Mr. A. N. Bonaparte-Wyse, C.B.E., Per- 
manent Secretary to the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, Northern Ireland, in moving a vote of 
thanks, said that his earliest memories were 
connected with Provence. He related how 
his father, William Bonaparte-Wyse, having 
read Mistral’s Mireille was moved to en- 
thusiasm, and went to visit Mistral, who 
welcomed him. William Bonaparte-Wyse 
became one of the felibres, and aid a 
considerable reputation as a Provencal poet. 

Mr. Bonaparte Wyse said that while Mis- 
tral did not identify himself with the 
separatist movement he had pointed out the 
dangers of excessive centralisation, His 
lyrics were of abiding value. 


MISTRAL AND DAVIS 


Professor Liam O Briain, University Col- 
lege, Galway. seconded the motion. He com- 
ared the work of Mistral with that of 

homas Davis and of Douglas Hyde. All, 
he said, realised the value of the languages 
in question apart from their practica’ value. 

Mr. Don Piatt said that Provencal was 
fortunate in being richer in poets than 
Gaelic.

EXPLOSION - 


WHOLE STAFF WIPED 
OUT 


————— 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROUEN, Thursday. 

Twenty-one quarry workers, including 
the manager, were killed by the premature 
explosion of cartridges filled with liquid 
air at a limestone quarry near Falaise 
(Normandy) to-day. 

\s a general rule an interval of twenty 
minutes is left between the lighting of 
the time fuse and the explosion of the 
cartridges, which are distributed on the 
limestone face of the quarry. 

To-day, for some undetermined reason, 
the explosion occurred earlier—before the 
men had had time to get out of the way— 
and with a terrific roar rocks and men 

ere hurled in all directions. The bodies 

some victims were found terribly 

utilated at the bottom of the quarry, and 

others long distances away. Some are still 
uried beneath the débris. 

The whole of the staff of the quarry were 

ped out by the explosion, and not a 
single man has been left alive to tell the 


“story of the disaster. 


Nearly all were killed on the spot, but 
two men who were found terribly injur 

ere taken to hospital at Caen, where,

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OW things change, and yet remain 
unchanged! More than twenty-two 
years have fiown by since—m the 

closmg days of June, 1914—the Council 
Chamber ot Dublin City Hall was the scene 
of a hous*-; inquiry, at which a battle was 
Waged lxfween ‘Dublin Corporation, as the 
pro ists of rebuilding on cleared slum 
sites, Mind the Citizens’ tiousing League (of 
which more anon!), as the advocates. of 
suburban cottages and cabbage patches. 

I'wenty-two years during which Europe 
went through the crucible of world conflict. 
i'wenty-two years during which the Ireland of 
1914 passed imto history. Yet, twenty-two 
years during which the Cork Hill Council 
Chamber remains fhe unchanged battle- 
ground between the apostles of central tene- 
ment blocks and the protagonists of suburban 
homes for Dublin’s wage-earners.  ‘T'wenty- 
two years, at the end of which Dublin's 
tenement rookeries and cellar-dwellings sur- 
vive as the unsolved social problems of the 
capital city ! : 

How those twenty-two years seemed to fade 
away as we entered the Council Chamber last 
fuesday morning! There was the same old 
chair in which Dr. P, ©. Cowan sat to hear 
evidence and cross-examine witnesses, There 
was Alderman Tom Kelly, twenty-two years 
older, but still Chairman of the Corporation 
Housing Committee; and Mr. Ignatius Rice, 
whose experience of Local Government. in- 
qutries is probably unrivalled—yet still youth- 
ful and very wide awake to every Corpora 
tion interest ! 


OLD AND NEW FACES 


Then the missing faces. Henry Campbell, 
the doughty Town Clerk of 1914; Edmund 
Eyre, the courteous, but jealous, guardian of 
the civic purse; Sir Charles Cameron, doyen 
and prince of medical officers oí 
health. And others still in the public eye! 
W. T. Cosgrave and Sean T, O'Kelly, faith- 
ful disciples of Alderman “Tom” Kelly 
and his housing policy, now promoted - fromm 
the municipal arena to wider spheres of 
influence. : 

And so it seemed as though Mr. Denis 
Hickey but presided over an adjourned session 
of Dr. Cowan’s inquiry. The same surround- 
ings and layout. Men had gone and men had 
come, but the mise-en-scene was unchanged ; 
and, withal, the same problems and almost 
identical methods of attack. Sites wanted, 
but work impeded by extravagant claims for 
compensation, and painfully cumbrous acquisi- 
tion and clearance operations, Wage-earners 
must be housed “ near their work’’—wherever 
that — be! Town-planning, explained and 
urged by Sir Raymond Unwin and Sir 
Patrick Geddes at the 1914 inquiry, still 
something that may precede the choice of 
housing sites! If anyone be inclined to 
question these reflections Jet him look up 
the -evidence given, as reported in the Jrish 
Times of the closing days of June, 1914, and 
compare it with the views propounded this 
week in the Council Chamber ! 


PRESS INFLUENCES 


Quite remarkably, the unusual measure of 
Hé interest in both inguiries had similar 
ackgrounds and impulses, In 1914 the 


irish Times led a Press campaign for slum 


abolition. To-day it shares the honours 
with other newspapers. Twenty - two 
years ago the Local Government Board 
took the initiative by appointing the 


Housing Commission whose startling report 
called for the transfer of 14,000 families 
from slum tenements to surburban cottages. 
To-day official driving force is supplied by 
Census revelations by the proceedings of the 
and by the ex- 
pressed determination of the Department of 
Local Government to make an end of Dublin's 
tenement slums. 


CITIZENS’ HOUSING LEAGUE 


But one force was at work in 1914 and has 
no counterpart in to-days movement. In 
1914 Liberty Hall had openly joined forces 
with the Commercial Buildings in a campaign 
to change the Corporation's housing we 
posals from tenement block to suburban 
cottage schemes. With Sir John Griffith as

STRANGE ALLIANCES 


What a strange assortment it was that laid 
those foundations! Adam Lloyd Blood, 
Madame Markievicz, R. M. Gwynn, Thomas 
Farren, of the Trades’ Council; Denham 
Osborne, George Russell, James Larkin, F. P. 
Griffith, Chairman of the Housing and Town 
Planning Association; J. RK. White, Bolton 
Waller, Cruise O’Brien, James Connolly, 
Sheehy-Skeffington, and others—some “ gone 
across,” some still with us—who, sinking 
their differences, blazed new and wider trails, 
along which thousands of wage earners have 
their homesteads to-day ! 


LORD MAYOR’S INVITATION 


“I am glad,” said Lord Mayor Lorcan 
Sherlock, in a communication to the /rish 
Times of the 19th September, 1913, “* to see 
that your newspaper is quite in accord with 
my suggestion that a committee of responsible 
public men outside the Corporation be formed 
for the purpose of considering the whole 
question of housing in Dublin, and of assist- 
ing the local authority in facing and dealing 
with the problem. It is perfectly sickening 
for any man with an inside knowledge of the 
size and gravity of the issue, and its 
difficulties, to be hearing for years past 
generalisations about the housing of Dublin 
workers. . . . 1 should like the /rish Ttmes 
to suggest the names for a committee of ten 
or twelve men who have experience in 
business matters, and the Corporation officers 
will give every assistance to that committee.” 

In an editorial comment on the same day 
the Irish Times—welcoming Dr. Sherlock’s 
invitation—said, inter alia: ‘“‘If we are 
wise, apart from all questions of humanity 
and decency, we shall make up our minds 
without delay that the so-called ‘ socialism’ 
ot the working-classes of Dublin must cease 
to find a breeding ground in our rotten tene- 
ment houses. Let us be honest with 
ourselves,\and admit that such affections are 
in a large measure the result of our own in- 
difference and selfishness. ... The work 
of rehousing is impcrative in the interests 
af social order. - . ‘The proper housing of 
the working-classes of Dublin will be an in- 
surance against disease—and against things 
more perilous than disease.” 

So encouraged hy the Lord Mayor and the 
irish Times, the Citizens’ Housing League. 
and other voluntary bodies, began to play 
their indispensable parts; and the founda- 
tions were laid for a housing policy which, 
subject to momentary set-backs and aberra- 
tions, still holds the field, 


ANOTHER VOLUNTARY 
EFFORT? 

To-day—after twenty-two years—another 

effort is being made to mobilise citizens in a 
uew voluntary effort. If guided by careful 
survey ad research another. Citizen’s Hous- 
ing League may prove itself a priceless re- 
injorcement to official effort. But they who 
will the end must also will the means. 
Rash proposals, hurriedly contrived, can 
merely confuse the issue and finally impede 
progress. Based on carefully considered 
plans, the kind of voluntary effort which 
the /rish 7'1mes evoked in 1913 may achieve 
many things of abiding value. 

Let it not be supposed that any of these 
things are set down in derogation of what 
the Corporation have achieved, in face of 
innumerable stumbling blocks, during the 
last eight or ten years. If only in one 
respect it may, however, be helpful to recall 
such. byegone events. Had the organised . 
drive of 1914 persisted it is difficult to avoid 
the reflectiun that more cottages and cabbage 
patches, and fewer piles of costly human 
‘* warehouses,’’ would mark Dublin’s housing 
achievements. And one asks if our new 
stock of driving force, born of public shame 
and indignation, is to be influenced and 
guided—as it waa in 1914—by the united 


effort of citizens, whose concern expresses 
something more than passing emotions? It 


happened in 1914! Why not in 1936?

An amendment for the purpose of pre- 
venting the evasion of death duties m 
Northern Ireland was carried during the 
Committee stage of the Finance Bill in the 
Northern House of Commons yesterday. 
The amendment deals with the collection 
of death duties on money lodged in bank: 
on deposit receipt in the joint names of 
two persons. 

The Attorney-General (Mr. A. I 
Babington, K.U.) said that as the law 
stood at present, on the death of one of 
the depositors, the survivor could go to the 
bank and draw out the entire money with-

Mr. Childers said that in every branch of 
industry foreign trade marks had been 
assigned to companies presumably complying 
with the 1932 and 1 Control of Manufac- 
tures Acts, and the products bearing these 
marks were now being marketed throughout 
this country. In some cases the trade mark 
was sold outright to the assignee in return 
for a capital sum; in other cases an annual 
fee, royalty or charge was paid, generally 
depending on the volume of sales. In a 
number of cases the trade marks had been 
leased to Saorstat companies. 

This practice had jeopardised the interests 
of all-Irish companies who, at great expense, 
had been building up oil for products 
newly registered. The Control of Manufac- 
tures Acts was over-ridden in practice, since 
the capital value of foreign trade certainly 
created in iuany cases, in effect, a large 
majority of foreign capital in respect of such 
companies. There were hundreds of such 
companies to-day operating in the Free 
State. . 

_The fact remained that foreign companies, 

either by way of royalties or licence fees, or 
some other remuneration, were deriving pro- 
fits from the sale of products which had 
obtained a proportion of the market avail- 
able at the os fer of the all-Irish firms who 
were prepared to produce all the products 
concerned that were required. 


GOOD-WILL 


In regard to good-will, he said that it was 
not the case that, where trade marks were 
assigned, the value of the good-will was 
proeerty assessed and proof given that it had 
een sold togra with the trade mark. 
In almost all but five European countries 
the assignment, of trade marks without, the 
simultaneous assignment of the fonds de 
commerce (good-will)—namely, the buildings, 
the plant and the complete business of the 
assignor—was illegal. So far.as British prac- 
tice was concerned, trade marks tended to be 
assigned without investigation as.to the nature 
of the good-will, so much so that the 
British Departmental Committee on the laws 
and practices relating to trade marks, asked 
for a revision of the laws. Except in four 
Continental countries not only the good-will, 
but the whole fonds de commerce of which 
good-will was only a part, had to be trans- 
ferred if trade marks were to be legally 
assigned, i : 
' The solution, he said, lay in applying the 
‘aw as it was applied on the Continent. 
The National Manuftcturers’ Council sub. 
mitted that the administration of the law 
was a direct impediment to the operations of 
small new industries, and required drastic 
x? immediate amendment.

BETTER POSITION THAN 
IN 1935 


_— 


The county rate collectors’ warrants for 
the financial year 1936-37 amount to 
£35,584,673, including £393,250 arrears 
carried forward. The warrants also in- 
clude £90,548 in respect of which agricul- 
tural grant credit notes were issued to 
ratepayers. These credit notes are 
accepted in part payment of rates on 
agricultural land. 

At the end of September £517,236 had 
been accounted for, leaving £2,867,437, 
or 85 per cent., outstanding. On the 
corresponding day last year £3,115,845, or 
91 per cent., of the warrant for the year 
was outstanding. 

A sum of £59,974 of the arrears not 
carried forward into the warrants also re- 
mained uncollected on September 30. On 
the corresponding day last year the arrears 
not carried forward into the warrants and 
uncollected amounted to £54,256. The 
grand total of outstanding rates was, 
therefore, £2,927,411, as against £3,170,101 
on September 30, 1935. 

There has been an improvement as com- 
pared with last year in the proportion of 
the rates collected in every county except 
Leitrim, Louth, Offaly, Kerry and 
Laoighis. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


The proportion collected varies from 
7 per cent. in Donegal to 32.4 per cent. 
in Cavan. Arranging the counties,

STOCKS RUNNING LOW 
At the moment, sugar supplies held by 


unusually low, and to-day’s heavy pur- 
chases by the public have further depleted 
them. From early morning wholesalers 
were receiving orders which they were 
unable to deal with. A system of ration 
ing was introduced, so that all traders 
could get a share of the limited stocks 
available, 
This evening very little household sugar 
remained in the hands of the wholesalers, 
one of whom stated that he had none at 
all, and another that there was enough 
until Saturday. This applied chiefly to 
scale sugar. The rush for the less popular 
loaf sugar has not been quite so pro- 
nounced, but supplies of this, too, are very 
low. 


RECORD SALES 
Retailers also experienced a day of 
record sugar sales. From early morning 
housewives literally poured in a flood of 
orders, and some retailers were obliged to 
take action to stop the rush for supplies. 
In some cases orders were cut by half; 
in others it was made a condition that a 
fixed quantity of tea should be purchased 
with every 4lb. or 7lb. of sugar supplied. 
In the early afternoon the price was 
advanced by one farthing per lb. by some 
retailers. Even business men who had re- 
ceived urgent messages from their homes 
were to be seen in the grocery stores buy- 
ing their 7lb. and 141b. parcels of sugar. 
It was learned that the _ retailers 
supplies ordinarily would have carried 
them on until the middle of next week, Sut 
after to-day’s rush those shops which did 
not adopt a system of rationing will be 
lucky if they have any sugar left by Satur- 


day. 


THE CONFECTIONERY 
TRADE 


The confectionery and jam-making trade 
is likely to be seriously affected unless 
there is an early settlement. Fortunately, 
there is about two or three weeks’ supply 
of confectioners’ brown sugar in hands, so 
they can carry on for some time. Jam 
manufacturers, however, have little more 
than a week’s supply available, and when 
that has been consumed their output will 
be greatly restricted.

The first related to the hold- 
ing of the Dublin Brick Company, Ltd., 
at Dolphin’s Barua. : 

Mr. M. Walker (instructed by Messrs, 
Murray and Good), for the company, said 
that he objected to the scheme adumbrated 
by Mr. Simm and the map produced in 
support of that scheme, because it _was 
not the scheme the inspector was reporting 
on. His agents had obtained from the 
Corporation a map of the proposed area 
to be taken in, while Mr. Simm had pro- 
duced a map showing, of course, that 
particular area, but in addition some forty 
acres of his clients’ land which ultimately, 
as he understood, were provosed to be 
included in the scheme. Mr. Simm’s 
scheme was for a total cost of £895,000, 
and it included land which was not being 
taken in the scheme before them. 

In the present scheme the Corporation 
was taking forty acres of land; but, if the 


entire scheme went through, it was 
proposed to exterminate the company 
altogether. If the true scheme was laid 


before them his clients would have an 
opportunity of considering whether they 
would not oppose and facilitate the 
scheme, but they were placed in the posi- 
tion that they did not know when the 
Corporation intended to take the full 
amount of the land. The company did not 
want to stand in the way of this or any 


| scheme of the Corporation for building 


houses. Indeed, it would be a curious 
thing for a brick company to oppose build- 
ing, but at the same time it was a very 
vital matter for his clients, because if the 
whole scheme went through it would mean 
the extermination of the company. 


LAND AT £250 AN ACRE 

Evidence was given by the secretary of 
the company, Mr. P. Deey, who said that 
the Dublin Brick Company employed 
about 140 workers, and the capacity of the 
plant was about nine million bricks a year. 
The area controlled by the company was 
112 acres, of which some 28 acres had been 
acquired recently at a cost of £250 an acre. 

In reply to Mr. I. Rice, Law Agent to 
the Dublin Corporation, the witness said 
that the life of the works would be about 
forty years. The company had built up a 
reserve, but this sum would not go a long 
way in the acquisition of new areas of land 
for the purposes of the company.

““Our Government will be for the 
people,” said General Franco, recently 
proclaimed ‘“‘dictator’’ of insurgent 
Spain, in an interview with the special 
correspondent of the Havas Agency to- 
day. 

“ Those who believe that we have come 
to defend the privileges of capitalism are 
We have come for the middie 
and lower .classes. Workingmen have 
already received a sort of verbal charter. 
wherein it is stated: ‘You will not be 
treated as the slave of capitalism. You 
will receive a fair salary, which will be 
part of the profits realised by the enter- 
prise to which you belong. What you 
have acquired up till now as improvement 
in the standard of living will be retained, 
providing that it is not prejudicial to the 
economic life of the country. In return 
certain duties and obligations will be 
expected of you.’”’ 

General Franco explained that this 
meant that every Spaniard would have to 
work according to his capacity, and that’ 
the new State would not allow parasites, ! 

The new régime would concentrate on 
securing the best return from the land, he 
continued. 

One of the new measures would be 
designed to avoid the division of family 
holdings through inheritance, by seeing 
that. the most capable son should inherit 
everything. General Franco said, and 
added that generous credits would be 
given to growers of corn.

£453,999. The amount of Ottawa duties 
collected in Northern Ireland in the years in 
question were £22,479 and £286,810, while the 
amounts credited to Northern Ireland’s share 
of reserved taxes were £135,741 and £143,528. 
The credited zmounts are ascertained on the 
basis of 1.8 ner cent. of the collection of 
duty in the United Kingdom in respect of 
each of these types of duty, this percentage 
being settled after detailed discussion between 
the two Treasuries. 

Answering a further question by Mr. 
Christie, the Minister of Finance said that 
the amount of income tax collected in 
Northern Ireland in the year ended March 
31, 1955, was £1,698.818, while the amount 
credited to Northern: Ireland as reserved 
taxes was £2,402.202. This latter amount, 
being representative of the tax paid by resi- 
dents in Northern -Ireland, did not include 
tax on profits of Great Britain companies 
operating in Northern Ireland, such as imsur- 
ance companies, banks, multiple stores, motor 
car manufacturers, etc.. but, on the other 
hand, it included the earnings of Northern 
Ireland capital in British industry, and he 
was satisfied that it represented their fair 
share of this tax. :
